LARGE. 


Gambling Is deemed by many people 


to be immoral and for that reason it 
to their Judgment that gambling should 
be suppressed by law. 
The devices 


employed In gambling are many more 
than are usually classed among gam- 
bling methods. It to not necessary that 
money should be In sight to constitute 
a fame of chance. Gambling 1s Icrge- 
ly used by nations as well as men. 
The fate of Europe was at one time 
deemed to be involved In a game of 
chance as (understood In & gambling 
sense. 
The statement may create a 


doubt in the mindg of these who read 
the statement Just made. It will be 
proper to show that at least one man 
who has lived believed the statement 
made respecting the fate of Europe. 
It Is claimed with many reasons to 
support the claim that Napoleon after 
his return from Elba and preceding 
the battle of Waterloo played a losing 
•am* on the battlefield as a last chance 
to rule Europe according to the rule 
he had acted upon for fifteen years 
preceding. 
Guisot in his history of 


France said: "Without anger against 
anyone, and probably without blaming 
himself, he understood and accepted 
the position now forced upon him 
by his past life. It was that of an 
unrestrained gambler, completely ruin- 
ed though still standing, who is play- 
Ing a desperate game against all his 
rivals together, with no chance left 
but one of those unforseen streaks of 
luck, which the most consummate skill 


' cannot bring about, but which is some- 


times granted by fortune to her favor- 
ites." 


The Emperor had ceased to be a 


favorite of fortune for some time pre- 


. ceding Waterloo, or he would not have 


been given the Island of Elba by the 
allied powers as a place of future resi- 
dence. The Emperor, when he became 
tired of playing monarch in his little 
island empire, concluded aa a last 
chance that he would play a desperate 
game to regain what he had lost from 
the time he Invaded Russia. No man 
then living knew better than Napo- 
leon that the game was a desperate 
one and that the chances against him 
were not less than ninety-nine to one 
In his favor. 


The future dominion of Europe was 


the stake with all Europe playing in 
the game against him. 
He lost . it 


had been a short time before declared 
by the sports uho were playing against 
him that he was an oualaw, which de- 
claration was made upon the theory 
that the stakes he played for and made 
all Eurpoe put up were too large for 
common (amblers. H< had broke all 
the monarchs of Europe when they 
played against htm single handed, as 
they w*r* not acquainted with his 
method of handling military cards. 


Napoleon was a desperate gambler 


from the beginning of his military 
career. He was unscrupulous in bis 
gam* as he very often had a cold deck 
tip his sleeve, which he used to secure 
victory. The most noted use he made 
of a cold deck was at the battle of 
Austerllta. 
The battle had been in 


effect gained by the Austrian* and the 
French were retreating when Bona- 
parte used a cold deck to rally his 
dispersed and retreating troops, and 
then load them against the victorious 
Austrian*, who In their turn retired 
from the field defeated.
